varied so largely in the different 
countries.

utterly out of the question for the 
European laborer to -achieve the 
American wage scale because the 
Europe'«n. cwrt of living, theoretic- 
ally at least, was not on a par with 
the American. 


The Swedish socialist leader ex- 


pressed wholehearted endorsement 
of; President Wilson's idea regard- 
ing maintaining of the peace al- 
though gome of his remarks

\Vhnt will-the public do when in ac- 
cord with sane practice, children of 
like • ability are grouped • together", 
and the brighter children are thus 
enabled to finish school one, two, or 
even three years before their slower 
mates? Shall he, be free to 'serve 
the people-as an.intelligent admin- 
istrator of schools, or-must he spend 
time and temper.his.-good judgment 
playing politics? ^ good s'nperin- 
tendeht can .find so much to <Jo that 
there is no time to do anything but 
work.for the schools. And yet the 
psychology of the public is such 
that an efficient, fair minded", pleas- 
ant, forward looking superintendent" 
may have his- plans thwarted^ .-and 
even lose his official life because of 
some outcry persistently raised' S.or 
frivolous reasons..

should control the railroad* and thi 
Inland waterways; for a . period of 
five years so that they may in turn 
be coordinated with our governmeni 
merchant marine.
